We fhall be able to enter more effe€tually into the Merits 
of the Caufe, when the Eftimates this Day laid before 
the Secret Committee are made publick. 

Hamburgh, Nov. 30. Our laft Letters from Raffia 
inform us, That the French Intereft there is guite de- 
clined ; which is faid ro be owing to the indefatigable 
Endeavours of the Britifh and Hungarian Minifters. They 
likewife mention a Treaty negociating at Potfdam, for 
the perfeét Settlement ot the Affairs of Europe. This 
Treaty is to terminate ali Differences between Ruflis 
and Sweden; between the Duke of Holftein and the 
King of Denmark ; between his Imperial Majefty end 
the Queen ot Hungary, and between the King of Pruſſia 
and evéfal States. In confequence of this Negociation, 
it is faid, that the Emperor will be brought to renounce 
for ever all his Engagements with France, and will find 
his Account in a cordial Reconciliation with the Houte 
of Auftria ; that Prince Charles of Lorrain will have an 
independent Principality ; and the King of Sardinia fuch 
an Acceffion of Territory, as will enable him, in Con- 
junction with the Queen of Hungary, and Grand Duke 
of Tufcany, to give Law to the Houfe of Bourbon on 
that Side. It is farther added, That the Contracting 
Powers oblige them ſelves to bring 120,000 Men into 
the Field, in cafe of any Attempt to violate the Settle- 
ment made by this Treaty ; by which the Dominions of 
Don Carlos are to be guarantied, with a Provifo, That 
that Guaranty fhall be void, in caſe his Catholick Majefty 
does not withdraw his Troops out of [taly within a cer- 
tam Time, or fhall hereafter taanfport any into that 
Country, 

Vienna, Nov. 18. The following Paper is an exact 
Copy ot the Anfwer made by Count Windilchgraetz, io 
the Name of the States of the Lower Auftria, to the 
Speeches ot the Queen and the Chancellor.

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of Lorrain arrived here 
Yefterday with a very {mall Retinue trom the Army, 
and this Day he had along Conference with Sir Thomas 
Robinfon. His Royal Highnefs bas been for fome time 
much indifpofed, and is yet far from being recovered. 
The States of the Lower Auftria have this Day refolved 
to reinforce the Troops of the Dutchy with 15000 Men, 
which are to be commanded by Count Harrach, and 
Count Kevenhuller, Brother to the Veldt-Marfhal. Prince 
Charles of Lorrain is expected here in a few Days, and 
then the Army will be commanded in Chief by Veldt- 
Marfhal Khevenhuller. 

From the Camp at Aitenbach, Nov. 19. The Army is 
marched hither, and in order to bring up all the Baggage, 
has been obliged to feparate as to-day, yet Orders are given 
out for marching to-morrow, but to what Place isnot pub- 
lickly known. Marfhal Khevenhuller is arrived with his 
Corps at Allersbach, an Hour from hence : He marches 
immediately towards the Danube, Which River he is to 
pais, and, as is given out, to defend Deckendorff, which 
is not abandoned, the French not being got nearer to it 
than one Hour on this Side of Ober Altaich. The Pon- 
toons that were to be fent to this laft mentioned Town 
received their counter Orders in Time, and are faved. 
Philibert is arrived likewife to-day with his Detachment 
from Tummelsdorff, as is the Lieutenant Colonel with 
hieJaflars from Pforkircher. General Brettlach is faid 
to be at Bogen near Deckendorff, where General Dam- 
fitz Mill is, and in a Condition to keep their Pofts, the 
Enemy’s Detachment appearing now to be not above 
6000 Men at moft, 

Drefden, Nov. 28. We had an Account here on the 
26th inftant, that General Wallis had taken by Affault, 
the Day before; Leuthmeritz, and the Garifon, reported 
to be upwards of 600 French, Prifoners of War ; and 
had, tho’ wita much Difficulty, faved the latter from 
the Fury of his Troops; as he alfo had the Magazine, 
contrary to the Intention of the Befieged, which was to 
bura it. Thisis not the {malleft Advantage arifing from 
his Succefs, moſt of what remains of the Provifions 
bought in Saxony being thought to be ftill there, and on 
vthich the Garifon of Prague in a great Meafure relied. 
The Attack began at One in the Morning, and the Au- 
ftrlans were Mafters of the Town at Eight. The Croats 
beliaved with great Bravery. We hope to have more 
Particulars of that Adtion by next Poft. 

Duffeldorp, Nov. 30. An Expreds bas juft pafs'd thro’ 


this City, with the News of a very brisk Action betweerl 
the Auftrians and Count Saxe near Landau, wherein the 
former had the Advantage, and the French have been ob- 
liged to retire in great Precipitation, with the Lofs of 
1500 Men killed and wounded. This‘Courier wis go- 
to the Hague. But the French Minifter here pretends 
4 more authentick Account of the Matter: Ac- 
cording to his Advices, this A€tion happen’d on the 19th 
a: Ober-Alteich, from which Poft the Auftrians were dri- 
ven by Count Saxe, with the Lofs of so0:Men, and 60 
Carriages laden with Ammunition and Provifion. This 
laft Story however gains but little Credit, which is owing 
to the many falfe Reports we have had jrom the fame 
Quarter. One of the Princes of the Houfe of Naffiu has 
raifed a Battallion of goo Men for his Imperial Majetty’s 
Service, which began its March for Franckfort a few 
Days ago, and loft the firft Night 120 by Defertion. 
Paris, Dec. 3. His Majefty has been pieafed to fend a 
printed Manifefto to his Minifters at Foreign Courts, 
which hitherto has not been publifh’d here. This Ma- 
nifefto turns principally on two Points ; firft, the yuftity- 
ing his Majefty’s Conduct cowards the Queen of Hungary, 
notwithftanding the Engigements with che late Emperor 
her Father; and next, demonftrating the Irregularity of 
the Conduct of his Britannick Majefty towards our Court, 
before as well as fince the breaking our of the War ia 
Germany. This Piece is faid to have been written jointly 
by Three of our greateft Minifters, and is look’d upon as 
one of the mo artful Apologies that ever iffued trom 
the Cabinet of Verfailies. Several Extraéts have already 
ftole abroad, and we expect with the utmoft Impatience 
the Publication of this extraordinary Piece. 
Extract from the Paris A-la-main. 
Paris, Dec. 5. * Letters from Genoa, dared the asthof 
* laft Month, intorm us, that they had Advice from Baſtia 
* in the Ifland of Corfica, that on the 6th the Regulation 
‘ was publifhed there in the fame Manner as in 1728, 
‘under the Guarantee of the King and the Emperor; to
